be given a prominent position In the 
court room. It will be placed on a bier, 
covered with a white sheet, and, while 
in full view of the jury, will be at all 
times directly In front of tho woman, 
charged with the murder of Ayres. 
Tho measurements and proportions of 
the body, or mannlkln, were taken 
from the dead body of young Ayres. 
The head Is perfectly formed.

mark, stain or bruise, and peculiarity 
found upon the original Is reproduced, 
and to all appearances It Is a 
real 


corpse. Three bullet holes gape from 
the body and limbs. Tho limbs of the 
body are wired, like those of a skele- 
ton, so that It can be made to act and 
assume any position In a'human be- 
ing.

NUT COOKERY. 


Drop Cuke* of Various Kind*—Wml- 


lillti tint] Whlppi-d Crram, 


To make almond drops stir until 


creamy half a cup of butter; thru stir 
Into It half a cup of powdered sugar; 
add thu yolks of throe fairs, putting In 
one at n time'and thoroughly mixing 
before the next one Is added. Blanch 
and cut Into shreds oiu> cup of almonds 
and add to thu mixture. Sift one utid 
a half cups of Hour and stir gently 
with thu other Ingredients. Sift snmu 
powdered sugar Into a soup plate, taUo 
a tcaspoonful of the cake mixture and 
roll lu thu sugar. Place the sugared 
balls upon buttered tins, leaving a 
space between them. Lay half of a 
blanched almond on the top of each 
ball and bake In a moderate oven a 
delicate color. 


Another drop nut cake is made thus: 


Have two cups of shelled peanuts or 
any kind of nuts and chop them rather 
Hue. Take one rtip of sugar, add two 
tabU'spoonfuls of butter and stir to a 
cream. I'ut in the yolks of three eggs, 
adding OIK* at a time and beating well. 
Then stir In half a cup of milk and a 
pinch of salt. Add a little si fled Hour 
and tun uut meats, then thu whites of 
the eggs beaten light and enough Hour 
to make a dough that will drop from 
the spoon, but not run. Drop In spoon- 
fuls upon a buttered tin and bake In n 
modi-rate oven. 


Walnuts BiTvml with whipped cream 


make an excellent dessert. Drop Eng- j 
Hull walnut meats Into bnlllng salted I 
water and cook ton minutes; then turn 
Mieui out to, drain. Maku a sirup of 
equal parts of granulated sugar ami 
water and put tlie drained meats Into 
It and let them slowly simmer over the 
back of the tire half an hour. Turn 
them Into a glass dish and serve per- 
fectly cold with whipped cream. 


To serve chestnuts with cream for 


desserts remove thu shells and skins 
from the large Imported chestnuts a'nd 
boll them In water until tender. Then 
put thorn lu a rich hot sirup and cook 
until clear. Taku from the lire and lot 
the nuts remain In tho sirup until cold. 
Drain thu nuts nut and pile them upon 
a dish. Cook thu sirup down until 
very thick and pour over the nuts. 
When cold, serve, with crcnin flavored 
with wlnu and whipped light and 
frothy.

Terrible Memnn of Suicide Ailupteil at 


rillnburc Hnlllne Milk 


Plttsburg. Nov. 22.—A few moment* 


after midnight an unknown man threw 
himself headlong Into one of t)ie fur- 
naces at Schoenberger's mills. Four- 
tMotb and Etna streets. Almost his 
enure body was roasted beyond Iden- 
tification, his left foot being the only 
part not disfigured. 
- A few moments'before midnight the 
nan was seen to enter the mill yards 
and stand at the foot of the hoisting 
car which carries ore, coke, and other 
supplies for the furnace. The momant 
that a warning was sounded for the 
cage to ascend with Its burden three 
workmen saw the suicide Jump on the 
platform and stand within a few feet 
of them. 


They were confused, and did not 


know what to think of him, as no one 
but employes Is allowed'on these cages. 
When the top of the 
furnace ' was 


reached, nearly 100 feet from the level, 
Thomas Lee determined to order him 
away. 
TJio huge crlli was opened to 


allow the car of coke to roll Into the 
furnace, and the bell was lifted, throw- 
ing a terrific heat from the fiery sub- 
stance underneath. 


Lee had not had time to open his 


mouth when the men threw hlmsel 
headlong Into the furnace. Quick as a 
flash Lee saw tbc action anil 'droppec 
the bell, but all too late. The man wan 
burled head and 
shoulders 
In 
the 


flames. The lid of the bell caught, his 
left foot, saving only It from being 
consumed. He was pulled out by the 
three men. but nearly every part o 
his body resembled, a piece of half- 
cooked meat.
